costly experiment. Your read- 
\ are pretty well informed as 
o the coudition of affairs in this 
mining district. The daily press 
lias teemed with reports jn re- 
gard to the troubles that have 
existed in this (Hopkins) And ad- 
joining counties. While it may 
be tiiitt sometimes these reports 
have been just a little colored in 
order to suit the convenience of 
the ones furnishing the informa- 
'tion, yet we are tree to say that 
as a general thing those who have 
written of the condition of the 
mines and the troubles connect- 
ed therewith have tried to get at 
the truth. 

Until thirteen months since 
there was perhaps not a section 
^of the United States where there 
was greater peace, prosperity 
and happiness than right here in 
this mining district. There was 
no trouble between the employer 
and the employed. There was 
no war between labor and capi- 
1. In fact it was almost an 
leu for all who wanted to labor 
r a living. The employer and 
e employed were on the very 
_.st of terms. It was this very 
condition of affairs' that excited 
the envy of the jealous and 
aroused the passions ana the 
prejudices of those who are al- 
ways contending that "the poor 
are getting poorer while the rich 
are growing richer," which at 
last is nothing but the howl of 
the demagogue. 

When the mine workers made 
their advent into the county, 
they found the men who were in 
the mines to be satisfied with the 
condition of affairs. The appeals 
of the agitators to quit work had 
but little or no effect upon those 
had good jobs and who 
nted to labor for a living. 
t men, those who are always 
dissatisfied with everything, quit 
work and joined the invaders. 
But the places of the idlers were 
soon filled and work continued 
as though there was not an agita- 
tor in the whole universe. 

Then threats were used and as 
that did not have the desired ef- 
fect intimidation was resorted to. 
Houses were shot into at night, 
men were fired upon from am. 
bush as they went to their work, 
miuers were met on the highway 
and by armed men were driven 
back to their homes.

There is uo 
doubt that the next grand jury 
at Hopkinsville will indict the 
same men and make, them acces- 
sories to the killing of Deputy 
Coffey, one of the very bravest

November 12, 1001, exhibited Its 
11 of complaint aaainst certain 
persons belonging to an association 
known as the United Mine Workers 
of America, some of the defendants 
being otttcers of a section of that or- 
ganization. 

The organization is a labor union 
association, and the bill complains 
of certain acts of the defendants by 
which it is alleged that the property 
of the complainant is threatened 
with great and irreparable injury • 
and seeks such relief as it may be in 
the power of the court to give. Up- 



granted by the Judge, and the pend- 
ing motion was subsequently made 
for an injunction pendente lite ac- 
cording to the prayer of the bill. By 
certain parts of the answer of the 
defendants, as amended, that mo- 
tion is opposed upon tho ground that 
the Reinecke Coal Company, a Ken- 
tucky corporation, which owned the 
mining property of the complainant 
up to the Utn day of November, 1901,. 
and which, on or about that day, 
transferred all it* property to the 
complainant, was the only person 
wronged, if anyoue was, by tbe al- 
leged acts of the defendants, and 
that uone of those acts in any way 
affected the complainant, but only 
its predecessor in the ownership of 
the property. It is indeed quite true 
that the defendants should not be 
enjoined if their acts were oDly di- 
rected against another person than 
the complainant and especially if 
the complainant is threatened with 
no injurious results from the con- 
duct of the defendants. But the 
court finds from the evidence sub- 
mitted to it that while the history of 
the transactions in the course of 
which the troubles complained oft 
arose, shows that tho old company 
was the one aimed at, yet it also 
shows that the results sought by the 
defendants cannot be accomplished 
without pursuing the same courso 
toward the complainants, and the 
court finds from the evidence that 
up to the time of the filing of the bill 
of complaint and the issuance of the 
restraining order in this case there 
was no cessation of the efforts of the

Seemingly 
he had been buried and smoth- 
ered under the grain. 

Conductor Mike Bohan was 
rescued from the burning ca- 
boose by former Engineer Bud 
Hainer who lived near by and 
witnessed the accident. He was 
taken to the residence of Judge 
Baxter close by and there at- 
tended by Drs. Duncan Eve, J, 
A. Gaines and Win McOabe. 

Brakeman Carneal jumped 
from the train aud fell over a 
wire fence, but was able to pull 
himself together and start for 
telegraph office. The hill 
ne came down, however, the 
r thinking something was 
wrong, and Carneal went with 
them to the wreck and helped in 
the search for the missing men, 
About 0 o'clock Sunday eve- 
ning traffic was again regularly 
resumed.

People generally think that ex- 
treme oold weather is what is de- 
sired by the coal operators, such 

demand for coal, just what coal pro- 
ducers like. A coal operator, In re- 
gard to the cold weather, said: 
"Cold, snowy weather, such as we 
have had the past week, creates ad- 
ditional expense in operating mines; 
in fact, so heavy is tha increase that 
the business is profitless. In places 
double the force on the outside of 
the mines must be employed in or- 
der, to make reasonable progress 
with the mining: and loading of cars, 
and the result is a loss to the pro- 
ducer." 

An old and true saying is that "It 
is a long lane that has no turn." so 
can it be said as regards the U. M. 
W . and most especially the leaders, 
who for over a year have been con- 
stantly at work fomanting trouble 
In Hopkins county. But If reports 
are true, the suffering public will 
■oon see these law deliers brought 
o justice. This gang, who have 
>een, as they thought, securely pro- 
moted and who the prime movers in 
the plots of murder and destruction, 
are being found out, and already one 
of the chiefs is in jail, while many 
warrants are out for others equally 
guilty.

Aud It follow* as a resultant from 
the latter proposition that Individu- 
als havine. -miliar interests may bjr 
all p.'act-aliie and argumentative 
means persuade others to join with 
them In their efforts to do whntthey 
fairly consider to be beneficial to 
themselves as a class, but the safety 
and preservation of these great and 
inestimable rights in a free country 
depends In no small degree upon 
their recognition and upon their be- 
ing respected by all persons alike. 
Thov are rights which belong to nil 
in common and not to one class only . 
The employer and the employe, In 
whatever business they may be en- 
gaged, either In plain merchandiz- 
ing or farming or in conduct- 
ing the most extensive manu- 
facturing or other business, must 
have rights which are equal, and 
both sides must understand, must 
respect nnd must act upon that prin- 
ciple whenever it applies. When 
either side to a contention over di- 
verse interests of this character can. 
by Superior force or other means of 
intimidation, compel the other side 
to such controversy to yield to Its 
demands, anarchy and oppression 

■ havo begun, and there is no assur- 
ance that in the next encounter the 
other side may not be the victors, 
nnd thus might and force and power 

I Instead ot just legal principles may 
dictate the standard of right to 
which all must conform. The only 
course that Is safe for all, the few or 
many, the weak or the powerful, is 
rigorously to require that each party 
to all such controversies shall recog- 
nize the equal rights of all. It is the 
duty of the courts, upon all proper 
occasions, to see that this done, and 
to apply these principles in all cases 
that come before them. With this 
rule as a guide there is no difficulty 
in solving the problem presented by 
the record in this case. The em- 
ployer, and, in the main, the em- 
ployes, in this Instance were alike 
content. They must be presumed 
to have understood their own condi- 
tion nnd needs and what was best 
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great danger that they could not 
themselves maintain that scale.

If we agree that the mine owners, 
in what we may briefly call the Cen- 
tral City district, were not particeps 
orlmlnis to all the troubles in tne 
Hopkins county district and respon- 
sible equally with their co-contract- 
ors for the results of the encamp- 
ments, and of the armed and unlaw- 
ful operations there, we must never- 
theless conclude that their contract 
with the labor unions, to which we 
have referred, was the direct cause 
of the invasion of that district, and 
the terrorizing attempt made there 
to put that agreement into effective 
operation, they, in the meantime, 
being exempt alike from similar as- 
saults, and from the Indianapolis 
scale of wages. 

As before stated, there was little 
or no discontent in the Hopkins 
county district. There was no re- 
quest nor desire, so far as the evi- 
deuce shows, for the aid of the labor 
association known as the United 
Mine Workers. On the contrary, ft 
was undesired and vigorously re- 
aud i 



associated with them, determined to 
bring these unwilling persons to the 
terms the defendants desired to dic- 
tate, and, with that sole object in 
view, organized the armed camp 
near Madisonville, and one near 
complainant's mines, and in this 
way sought to accomplish their own 
selfish objects at any cost. This, as 
already intimated, was mostly done 
before the complainant owned Its 
property, but the object was not ac- 
complished and the effort was con- 
tinued in the same way and by the 
same means until this suit was ac- 
tually brought. 
"i cannot be that this course was 
meant to be an attempt to com- 
pel the complainant by force and in- 
timidation to yield to the defend- 
ant's wishes and d ainands. The en- 
campment of armed men iu the vicin- 
ity of the mines was not meant for 
gentle persuasion or peaceable argu- 
ment. Peaceable and argumentative 
persuasion Is entirely admissahle, 



employer was one which it was 
mutual ri^ht of both to make, and 
one which constituted a material 
and valuable interest in both, and 
one iu which they had the right not 
to be disturbed by persons who 
clearly had no right to do so either 
by force or by the appearence of 
force, nor by anv threats or other 
forms of Intimidation. This right 
thus possessed was a valuable prop- 
erty right, valuable to the laborer, 
but none the less so to the employer. 
The Intrusion of the defendants, so 
long as mere peaceful argument and 
persuasion were used, was in no way 
violative of the rights of the c 
plainant, but when that persua 
took the form of the multitudii 
camp and the gun and the pistol 
the armed force it passed the bounds 
of legal right and entitled the com- 
plainant to its lawful remedies 
against it, quite as much, to say the 
least, as the nuisance of "plcketlr - " 
If this court can not, in a case 
this, protect the rights of a citizen 
when assailed, as those of the com- 
plainant have been in this instance, 
there is a decrepitude in judicial 
power which would be mortifying to 
every thoughtful man. It is con- 
ceived that there is no such lmpot- 
ency, and there should be no lack of 
promptness in exercising, in the 
premises, all the power the court 
possesses. Quite true it may be that 
the exertion of executive power 
would be more desirable in cases 
like this, but that abstract proposi- 
tion in no wise exempts the court 
from the duty of protecting the 
rights of the litigant when a proper 
case is presented. 

It has not been deemed useful to 
cite authorities in support of princi- 
ples so well settled as those upon 
whicli the court must procoed iu 
this case, but It may be well to men- 
tion the case In re. Debs. 158 U. 8. 
564, as covering the whole ground. 
As already intimated, the court 
is not failed to l otlce the extrr" 
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on the contrary, had all the elements 
of terror and intimidation, and those 
elements being intentionally pres- 
ent, were indubitably designed to 
compel the complainant to accede to 
demands it had (lie lawful right to 
leclino or reject, at its option. A 
ourt cannot shut its eyes to propo- 
rtions so palpable. 

The right to employ whom one 
wishes, the correlative right to hire 
to whom one pleases for wages sat- 
isfactory to both, and the right of 
tlfe same parties lo abandon or dis- 
solve the relations thus assumed, 
uu leniable. The right ol each 
party to strive to obtain the terms 
most beneficial to himself, and the 
right of a number of persons slrol- 



would obviously be unavailing 
may not be inappropriate, howe 
to say that the statement so posi- 
tively made iu the affidavit of one 
of the chief officers of the local as- 
sociation of United Mine Workers 
to the effect that Henry Taylor was 
murdered in cold blood is so palpa- 
bly refuted and shown to be so ut- 
terly false by the record and by the 
Court of Appeals in its decision in 
the proceedings which resulted from 
that unfortunate event that dis- 
credit Is thrown upon the equally 
positive statements made in other 
affidavits. 

A careful consideration of the tes- 
timony leaves the court In no doubt 
that the averments of the bill are 
substantially true, and this being 
so, the motion for the injunction 
pendente lite will be sustained In 
order to prevent great and probably 
irreparable injury. The testimony 
also leaves upon the mind of the 
court, as before stated, the pleas- 
urable assurance that the tempo- 
rary restraining order has been pro- 
ductive of good, and if this be so, 
the court should hesitate to do any- 
thing to destroy or Impair that ben- 
eficial result. 

The motion for an injunction pen- 
dente lite according to the prayer of 
the bill is sustained, ami counsel 
will prepare and submit proper or- 
ders to that effe. t.

Louis Brown Shot Dead by Lon- 
nie Burden Over a Hunt- 
ing Dog. 

BURDEN FLED. LEFT NO TRACE. 



AnothoV violent defttb hag come 
out of too much bad liquor and 
Christmas (runs, with a quantum 
Bufflclt of bad blood. At a Chrlst- 
tas morning shooting match at 
hich the mark was first a bottle, 
then a dog and then a man, Lonnie 
Burden, for a trivial provocation, 
real or Imaginary, shot and killed 
Louis Brown shortly before noon. 
Brown was a colored mine employe, 
who had not been here a great 
while. Burden has worked in the 
mines here for several years. 

cortalned, art' these: Lonnie Bur- 
den, with his younger brother, Char- 
lie, had been hunting. Coining 
back by the lake they found a num- 
ber of colored men near Fate Wilkes' 
shooting with revolvers at a bottle 
which they had set up for a mark. 
Lon Burden joined in the test of 
innrkmanship. He had his hunting 
dog with him and this brute also 
came into tho fatal affray. Just 
how seems from the testimony un- 
certain. The dog either got in range 
and was in danger of catchinga mis- 
directed bullet or else someone sug- 
gested or made a feint at shooting 
animal, and Burden is said to 
i told Brown not to shoot his 
dog, to shoot him first. Brown did 
hoot and wound the dog, it seems, 



bullet entering his forehead over 
his left eye. 

Testimony was Introduced to show 
that Brown had been drinking and 
that he was overbearing when in 
liquor, but quiet and industrious 
when sober. It was not shown 
whether Burden was drinking, but 
the killing was clearly unjustifiable 
and Burden fled immediately. 

City Marshal Coyle at once sum- 
moned aid and made a quick and 
thorough search for Burden or a 
clue to the direction he had taken, 
but the earth seemed to have swal- 
lowed him and no trace has yet been 
found. Burden was recently fined 
heavily for a serious difficulty at 
Madisonville and had not yet paid 
all of this fine.
